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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9 and 11-20 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As pointed 
out by applicant in the arguments filed 9/24/09, both Woltering and Ott require the 
presence of ionic or potentially ionic groups and the absence of external emulsifiers. As 
the absence of external emulsifiers is a requirement of Woltering, it would not have 
been obvious to replace internal emulsifiers (ionic groups) with 

external emulsifiers. Furthermore, there would be no obvious reason to remove 
the ionic groups from Woltering without adding external emulsifiers, as this would render 
the polyurethane not water-dispersible and therefore unsuitable for its intended 
purpose. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
